1. At U53 hours on 25 Septenber 19*6 this mul loft Hw 36 for 
Bangor, "ash. to load awannltion for iihittier, Alaska. At 1790 hour* on 
26 Septeaber loading operation* nra ooaplotad aftar taking approxfaately 
85 tarn, and tha nasal left for her destination via Port Azalea. Open 
arriving at Port Angolas that night at 2330 heirs, the pilot aaa dropped 
and the vessel pr ocee de d Berth thru tha Inside passage. 

2. The vessel «u loaded to nearly her full oepaoity which Inolnded 
a deck load about eight fast high, oonalstfag of loabor, twenty-one truck, 
and two security boxes of asnamltloa by No. A hatch. Tnaasnoh as weather 
reports reeelved prior to selling Indicated unfavorable weather off the 
coast, It was considered acre feasible to use the inside passage* 

3. On 27 3epteabar Uttla difficulty *aa enoounterad navigating tha 
vassal In spite of poor visibility. At 1826 hours the ship passed through 
Soyaour Narrows ■eking the passage on a high slack eater. On the trip up 
to Chathea Joint entering Johnston Straits at nightfall visibility was fair 
and the sky overcast with occasional rain squalls. Tha wind ess froa tha 
Southeast at twenty-five to thirty bUob per hour. 

A. On 28 Saptenber daylight found tha ship passing Pine Island, we 
had bean expert sod ng oentfaaert rain squalls and a southeasterly wind at 
about thirty mllee. In the afternoon tha vessel p as sed thru Uaaa passage 
and continued on thru HlUbank Sound. Continued poor visibility was en- 
oountered due to rain squalls. At 18A5 hours the vessel passed Boat Bluff 
light entering Channel up to Separation Bead. At this point the visibility 
beeaae very poor and it ens aeoeeaary to alow to half speed, froa hare wa 
proceeded with caution using the ship's whistle for an echo. Me passed the 
Green Light seat of Shan Island, also the White Light north of Share Island 
liiooaalliig northward. At about 2300, the visibility Improved end we picked 
up Red Cliff light and sighted lork Island. The Una at lark Island was 2350, 
and las sill J i as tha visibility was batter tha undersigned left the bridge and 
want to bad, having bean up since GA30 hours.
